The  liflt  of  the  arriv&lB  and  departuren  of  ships  at  and  from  Moom 
Factory-  here  givt>n  was  carefully  prepared  from  the  original  records  of 
tho  IIiuJson'K  Kay  Company,  and  shows  the  arrivals  of  142  Rhips  during 
130  yi'artt,  from  ITal  to  1880.  During  tho  whole  of  this  period  on<'  ship  at 
h-ast  arriviil  at  Moosf  Factory  every  year,  not  a  Mingle  year  having  been 
iiiissfd.  Thin  ia  a  niuarkabK.'  record  considering  that  the  ships  were 
usually  olrl  sailing  vo«>»*l.s  which  had  bt-.-ii  bought  for  the  Hervice  after 
tiiey  ha»l  bten  used  for  a  long  time  by  others.  For  eighty  years  before 
tho  first  date  on  this  list,  and  for  thirty-five  years  since  the  last  date  on 
it,  ships  also  sailed  from  England  to  Moo«e  Factory,  bringing  in  supplies, 
and  carrying  Imck  furs  purchased  from  the  Indians.

A  list  has  already  been  published  in  the  Report  of  Progreu  of  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Oaoada  for  18791880,  pp.  90-92  c,  giving  simply 
the  dates  of  the  arrivals  and  departures  of  the  annual  thips  at  and  from 
Moose  Factory  bftween  the  years  1735  and  1880,  but  as  the  lirt  here  pre- 
sented contains  ho  nmch  additional  information  it  is  worthy  of  publica- 
tion in  the  Transactions  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  more  especially 
at  the  present  time,  when  so  much  attention  is  being  directed  to  the 
navigability  of  Hudson  Bay,  and  the  character  of  the  harbours  around  it. 
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
